Lai in a national* magazine 
shocked the nation, w as the 
first witness summoned. 
Haeberle,

lage and said he saw 50 to 75 
; civilians killed in a rice ped-

Haeiberle said he saw Me­

In its opening 
statem ent, 
the government said it would 
not attem pt to prove Medina 
ordered his troops to kill civi­ 


lians. but said Medina “ had 
the duty to guide and to con­ 
trol his men, to insure that 
noncombatants were treated 
humanely. 
“ He knew they committed 
m urder and chose to do noth­ 
ing,” chief prosecutor Maj. 
William G. EckhardC told the 
court. “ He did nothing when 
he did not interfere. He cal- 
culatingly chose to do noth- 
ing.” 
Bailey told the court! Me- 
d i n a 
immediately 
issued 
cease fire orders when he 
learned of the killing. 
“ Those orders will be re­ 
peated verbatim in this court­ 
room, and they may paint 
this courtroom blue,” Bailey 
declared, 
“ th e y ’ll

re­ 
peated verbatim so there will 
be no doubt in your mund that 
Capt. Medina m eant what he 
said.” 
“ His men were frightened 
and hopped up, they went to

That’s what he did. 
“ But he was not more than 
a zombie at the time, a min­ 
dless autom aton.” 
Keith said Watson “ lost his 
identity, his ego 
an was a 
psychotic extension of Man- 
s o n ,

Manson’s 
im age.” 
Manson schemed to encour­ 
age Watson to use LSD and in 
time his “ mind becam e a va­ 
cuum ” into which the cult 
leader instilled his “ twisted 
beliefs,” the attorney said. 
Watson is the last of the 
“ Manson 
Fam ily” 
clan 
to 
come to trial for the Tate-La- 
bianca killings. Manson and 
three young women followers 
have already been sentenced 
to death for the grisly slay­ 
ings.

He said he was working on 
more disclosures. 
The ]udge gave the defense 
until Oce 29 to submit its mo­ 
tions,

would consider them at the 
Ja>n. 4 hearing. 
Ellsberg continued free on 
$50,000 bond, 
and 
said 
he 
would return to his research 
job at the M assachusetts In- 
stitue of Technology. 
Only hours after his own a r­ 
raignm ent, Ellsberg, 40, said 
an emotional goodbye to An­ 
thony J. Russo, 34, a friend 
who becam e the first person 
jailed in the case. Russo sur­ 
rendered to the U.S. m ar­ 


shal’s office and was jailed 
indefinitely for refusing to tell 
a federal grand jury about 
Ells’oerg’s activities. 
Ellsberg walked with him 
to the m arshal’s office, their

with tears in their eyes in the 
doorway. 
Ellsberg and Russo were 
colleagues at the Rand Corp., 
the think tank in neighboring 
Santa 
Monica 
from

Ellsberg told newsmen he 
hopes that by the time his 
trial 
begins,

Publicly Admitted 
He made it clear he would 
base nts defense on the con­ 
tents and importance of the 
Pentagon Papers, instead of 
denying that he leaked them 
to the press something he has 
already repeatedly and publi­ 
cly adm itted doing.

In the September issue of 
Esquire, 
writer-interviewer 
Robert 
Alan 
Aurthur 
said 
then 
Secretary of 
Defense 
Marshall had balked at the 
decision made by Truman’s 
closest advisers and was or­ 
dered to return to his office 


and read MacArthur’s record 
over the last two years. 
Aurthur, 
who 
interviewed 
Truman in 1962, said the for­ 
mer President always made 
decisions by 
informing his 
closest advisers of his own 
reaction “ and then, if they 
thought I was wrong, it was 
up to them to talk me out of 
it.” 
Recalling his conversation 
with Truman, Aurthur writes: 
“ I called everybody togeth­ 
er,” 
Truman said, “ and T 
said 
to them, Tm going to 
fire 
that s— — — MacAr­ 


thur right now!’ 
Everyone 
agreed except George Mar­ 
shall, who said if MacArthur 
was relieved now it would 
hurt troop morale in Korea, 
and we’d also have trouble 
getting military approrpira- 
tions through Congress. 
“ I said to him, ’George, you 
go back to the Pentagon, and 
you read the file, all the cor­ 
respondence 
on 
MacArthur 
for the past two years. Then 
be at my office at 9 tomor­ 
row, and if you tell me at 
that point not to fire him, I 
won’t.’” 


Marshall, “ a fella who was 
usually late for meetings,” 
was in Truman’s outer office 
at 8:15 a.m. when the Presi­ 
dent arrived for work. 
“ He got to his feet, and he 
said to me, ’1 spent most of 
the night on the file. Mr. 
President, you should have 
fired the s ------- two years 
ago,” Truman told Aurthur. 
The general who led ground 
troops to victory in the Pacif­ 
ic Theater of World War II 
and is today revered aa a 
hero by the South Korean 
people, was fired on April 11, 


1951, less than a year after 
his famous Inchon landing. At 
the time, American reaction 
against the decision was 3-1. 
The decision was prompted 
when MacArthur ignored a 
communique from the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, informing him 
of preparations being made 
by the United Nations to dis­ 
cuss conditions of a Korean 
settlement. He sent a letter to 
House Minority Leader Joe 
M a r t i n , 
RMass. 
saying, 
“ there is no substitute for vic­ 
tory.” 
He also told the commander 


of the Veterans! of Foreign 
Wars later he disagreed with 
the Truman policy of neutra­ 
lizing 
Formosa 
and 
urged 
hard line military aggression 
against 
North 
Korea 
and 
China from a base in For­ 
mosa. 
The firing was necessary, 
said Truman, because MacAr­ 
thur “ refused to respect the 


authority of the President. He 


challenged the traditional ci­ 


vilian supremacy in our gov­ 


ernment,”

Dear Mrs. B.: The months 
following a first childbirth 
spell crisis time in the lives 
of most women, and often in 
the lives of their husbands 
too. A big shift is demanded 
from both the 
father and 
mother, as they rather sud­ 
denly go from being children 
themselves into becoming in- 
stant-parents where they are 
having to meet almost con­ 
stant demands from a new 
source, their infant. 
This is especially hard on 
the mother as she considers 
herself 
directly 
responsible 
and this unaccustomed res­ 
ponsibility may cause a num­ 
ber of anxieties and fears. 
Any new mother needs a 
great deal of reassurance and 
help from her husband. This 
is the time when he should go 
to amost any extreme to try 
not to relapse into the child- 
state himself. Any demands 
he has to make should be cut 
to the minimum for this is 
the time for patience and giv­ 
ing. 
Don’t 
panic, 
because 
it 
won’t last forever! 


This is the time when most 
women want to look toward 
their husbands for strength, 
and often, unfortunately, this 
is just when many husbands 
d e v e l o p a bad case of 
jealousy because the infant is 
getting all the attention that 


they formerly enjoyed. 
Meals 
may 
not be 
the 
same, or on time, sleep is in­ 
terrupted, sex is not the same 
and there’s constant concern 
directed towa rd a new crib 
and a new being. 
Often, 
the husband feels 
and acts like a stranger, or 
s o m e third person 
that’s 
being pushed out of the scene. 
I’m sure, both you and your 
wife have a relationship that 
•is basically good and, certain­ 
ly, well worth saving. 
One of the ways you may 
help her and yourself over 
this crisis period is to get 
some outside help for her. 
One of the strange twists of 
life is, that the more a new 
baby is dependent on the 
woman, the more her own de­ 
pendency needs rise. 
The more she wants to care 
for her child, the more she 
needs to be taken care of too. 
Unfortunately, most modem 
women just don’t have a 
magic switch that turns them 
away from the passivity of 
pregnancy and into the often 
frantic activity of mother­ 
hood. This transition takes 
more time emotionally than it 
does physically. 
This is a time when her 
mother, or perhaps, a sister 
could be very helpful. Most 
people today simply can’t af­ 
ford to hire an assistant, but 
if some m ature relative can 
come in, it is usually helpful 
to the new mother, the hus­ 
band and the child. Not sur­ 
prisingly, it is also sometimes 
a new lift for the relative who 
may feel needed, and may a o 
tually want to feel useful. 
If 
there 
are 
unresolved 
problems between the mother 
and daughter then some psy­ 
chiatrists feel that it is best 


not to bring in someone this 
close as it may only create 
more tension., If the mother 
and daughter have not been 
competitive in the past, if 
they have a good relationship, 
then this can be extremely 
helpful. 
The best thing you. can do 
for the next few months is to 
try to be patient and to un­ 
derstand your wife’s prob­ 
lems. Dr. Robert Rutherford 
has estimated that a new 
mother’s work load increases 
as much as 40 per cent more- 
than it was before the first 
baby came, and 20 per cent 
more for each later baby, as 
she becomes more efficient. 
This will give you a clue as to 
why patience is needed!

Small Impact 
Seen in Food 
Retail Price 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A v­ 
erage retail food prices pro­ 
bably will not be greatly af­ 
fected by President Nixon’s 
price freeze order, govern­ 
ment economists have specu­ 
lated. 
One source pointed out the 
freeze came near the summer 
seasonal high in food prices. 
He said prices, following a 
s e a s o n a l cycle, normally 
could be expected to decline 
over the next few months. 
“ This may have been as op­ 
portune a time as could have 
been selected to impose a 
ceiling,” the economist said. 
One economist said the ad­ 
ministration would face “ a lot 
of flak” if it froze the prices 
of foods, like lettuce, which 
can vary sharply in price, de­ 
pending on the time off year 
and the supply situation. 
Retail 
food 
prices 
were 
directly affected by the order 
banning price increases be- 
y o n d 
th e 
highest 
level 
charged during the month en­ 
ding Aug. 14. 
The order exempted raw 
farm products from the or­ 
der, leaving items like wheat, 
soybeans, milk and cattle free 
to fluctuate, while products 
like bread, margarine, butter 
and beef were frozen a.t both 
wholesale and retail levels.

Questions, Answers 


On Economic Policy 


WASHINGTON (U P I) —The full details of President Nixon's 
new economic policies still are being worked out. But the fol­ 
lowing questions and answers, prepared by U PI from the ad­ 
ministration's public statements, briefings and a White House 
fact sheet, may fill in some of the gaps: 


Q: How broad is the freeze? 
A- It covers all wages and salaries, all rents and the prices 
of all goods and services except for unprocessed agricultural 
products. For 90 days, until Nov. 12, wages, prices and rents 
may be no higher than their highest level in the 30 days that 
preceeded Aug. 14. 


Q: What about wage increases agreed to before Aug. 14 but 
not yet in effect? 
A: They will be deferred. However, if the increase was in 
effect before Aug. 14 even if the first check at the new rate 
had not been paid, the increase will be permitted to stand. 


Q: Will employes be permitted to receive( regular “ senior­ 
ity” raises which they are entitled to on the basis of years of 
service with an employer? 
A: Not during the freeze period. Such increases could be­ 
come effective at the end of the freeze but probably could not 
be paid retroactively to a date during the freeze. 


Q: Is the freeze sure to end as now scheduled on Nov. 12? 
A: 
No. A d m in istration o ffic ia ls have said ft cou ld be e x ­ 


ten d ed beyond th at d ate but that the President h o p es 90 d a y s 
will be long enough. 


Q: Can labor and management negotiate new wage contracts 
during the freeze? 
A: Yes, although any raises resulting from the negotiations 
would have to be deferred until the freeze ends. 


Q: How about school teachers who were scheduled to return 


to the classroom in September at a higher salary? 
A: They will be required to work at their old salary rate 
unt’l the freeze is lifted. 


Q: How will the freeze be enforced? 
A: The Office of Emergency Preparedness will administer 
it. Violations can be punished by a fin« of up to $5,000 tor eacth 
transaction. 


Q: Will the automakers be permitted to charge the higher 
prices they have already announced for 1972 models? 
A: The 1972 models must be sold at 1971 prices until the 
freeze expires. 


Q: Are interest rates frozen? 
A: No. But Treasury Secretary John B. Connally urged 
banks and other lenders to hold the line. 


Nixon an 'Activisf President? 


“ The next President must 
take an activist view of his 
office.” Richard Nixon, Sept.

W A S H I N G T O N (U P I) 
— About the time that Rich­

Nixon’s

dency was a year old, many 
A m e r i c a n s had put that 
pledge down as just another 
bit of campaign oratory. 
After eight months in office, 
the new President looked like 
an exceedlingly cautious man 
who would rather appoin* a 
committee than propose a so­ 
lution. The theory that Nixon 
would not be found climbing 
out onto any limbs got its 
first real jolt on Aug. 8, 1969, 
when he proposed a new wel­ 


fare program that would pay 
out public funds to people 
who already had jobs. 
The family assistance plan 
still is not the law. But Nixon 
still is plugging for it, not at 
all like a man 
who would 
rather wait for a problem to 
solve itself than plunge in 
with a plan of u n k n o w n 
consequences. 
Nixon 
also 
came up with Revenue Shar­ 
ing that year. It was an idea 
t h a t 
had 
been 
knocking 
around since the days of that 
f a m o u s activist President, 
John F. Kennedy, but Nixon 
was the first to make it an 
administration proposal. 
He 
called it revolutionary him­ 
self, and in terms of seeking 
to reverse the flow of power 
and money from the states 
and localities toward Wash­ 


ington, the label fits. 
Change Structure 
Next he proposed tol reform 
the very structure of the fed­ 
eral government, a plan of 
such sweep to eliminate old 
departments and create new 
ones, that bureaucrats and 
status-quo congressmen 
ha­ 
ven’t yet accepted it as a 
serious possibility. 
The read Nixon plan to hang 
around in Vietnam until the 
Saigon government was ca- 
p a b 1 e of defending itself 
seemed to some to be a stall, 
but the Cambodian “ incur­ 
sion” was anything but a 
stand pat position. And des­ 
pite the uproar caused by 
that episode, Nixon gave U.S. 
air support to a South Vietna­ 
mese expedition 
into Laos 
less than a year later.

Then the China switch. Ni 
xon sent a man to arrange 
for him to visit a country the 
last four Presidents had been 
unable to even name without 
an accompanying growl, and 
on top of that reversed a two- 
decade-old U.S. pod icy to an­ 
nounce support for the admis­ 
sion of the Peking govern­ 
ment to the United Nations. 


Planned Deficits 
On economic questions, Ni­ 
xon remained predictable and 
relatively passive until this 
year. Then he came out with 
a budget which included a 
planned deficit and did 
a 
complete turnabout on the 
question of spending federal 
funds to create government 
jobs. 
That looked like a big shift 
for him until Sunday night, 
when he suddenly came up 
with as startling a series of 
e c o n o m i c rockets as the 


country has seen in 40 years. 
Wage and price freeze; tax 
reductions; budget cuts|j im­ 
port taxes and what was re­ 
garded in the councils of gov­ 
ernment as a subject not to 
be discussed save in tones of 
shock —a change in the inter­ 
national status of the dollar. 
Everything ,that has been 


listed here as evidence of Ni­ 
xon activism is controversial. 
Some take his proposals at 
their face value and judge 
them, to be right or wrong. 
Others suggest Nixon has of­ 
fered only token solutions un­ 
der the guise of bold innova­ 
tion. 
The verdict on whether Ni­ 
xon has been a good or bad 
President isn’t due for more 
than a year. Whatever it is to 
be, the President certainly 
can’t be faulted for failing to 
give the voters something to 
judge him on.

Young Rebels Make 
Thievery Acceptable 


Agent 007 had a “license to kill”—against the bad 
guys, of course, and only in the line of duty. 
That was fiction. In real life, a certian substra­ 
tum of society has apparently awarded itself a 
license to steal — from the bad guys, of course, who 
happen to include almost everybody except one s 
immediate circle of fellow revolutionaries. 
It’s not called stealing but “ripping off” and ac­ 
cording to reporter and freelance writer Michael 
Drosnin. is rapidly becoming as much a part of the 
counterculture as drugs and rock music. 
“ Middle-class youngsters who five or 10 years ago 
would have been working their way up the corp­ 
orate ladder,” he writes in the New York Times 
magazine, “can now be found stuffing their pockets 
in supermarkets, shoplifting in department stores or 
collecting relief benefits from assorted p u b l i c 
agencies (often defrauding several states at 
the 
sam e tim e). College graduates who once might have 
dreamed of, say, a law partnership, new fantasize 
knocking over a Brinks truck. 
And there is not a thing wrong with it. In fact, it 
is highly moral for. according to the radical ideolo­ 
gy. America itself is a society based on the rip-oif. 
Ils most respected citizens are businessmen who 
have successfully held up most people, runs the 
argument. Stealing from the robber barons is cer­ 
tainly more moral than working for them. It is only 
a justified redistribution of wealth. 
If the counterculture considers private enterprise 
fair gam e, it approaches ripping off the government 
with alm ost a sense of mission, says Drosnin. 
“ Embrarrassed lo accept government handouts? 
That’s really a hang-up! They’re financing the revo­ 
lution,” exclaim ed one young welfare recipient when 
questioned about the ethics of taking money from a 
system she rejects. 
Thus youths line up at unemployment insurance 
ofiicea, happily explaining they can’t find work be­ 
cause potential em ployers object to long hair, and 
at supermarket checkout counters where the signs 
say, ‘ We Accept Food Stam ps.” 
However, unlike an earlier social reformer named 
Robin Hood, who supposedly took from the rich and 
gave to the poor, our modern dedicated revolutio­ 
naries take from the poor, and keep for themselves. 
They take from the poor because it is 1he poor 
who are hardest hit by the higher prices the “rob­ 
ber barons” (grocery, department and other stores) 
must charge to make up the losses from shoplifting 
or fraudulent use of credit cards. 
They take from the poor because it is the poor 
who will suffer if the growing reaction against wel­ 
fare is translated into stiffer eligibility requirements 
or reduced benefits. 
This kind of argument doesn’t i m p r e s s the coun­ 
ter-culture. 
“All our rip-offs together don’t equal one price- 
fixing schem e by General E lectric,” argues Abbie 
Hoffman, author of a handbook on how lo stcal-oops, 
how to rip off. 
“What we have to create,” he sa \s. “is a nation 
of revolutionary outlaws and do away with the con­ 
cept of monev entirely. We want a society where 
your birth certificate is your passpcn t and everything 
is free.” 
Ah, how wonderful to be young, to have all right 
and justice on your side, to be fighting the good 
fight against the forces of evil—and to have a rip­ 
ping off good time while doing it.

Nixon Sour 
On Economy 
Forecasters? 


President Nixon has thrown 
out the economic game plan 
he fol'owed throughout his ad­ 
ministration in favor of a bold 
new attem pt to check infla­ 
tion and restore 
prosoerity 
before next year’s election. 
The 
program 
Nixon 
an­ 
nounced Sunday night repre­ 
sents almost a complete reve­ 
rsal of his previous policy. It 
was a tacit admission of fail­ 
ure for the gam e plan and it 
also indicated the President 
has become convinced that 
without drastic changes, 1972 
will not be the “very good 
year” he had promised. 
If the new program is effec­ 
tive in combatting the twin 
problems of high unemploy­ 
ment and persistant inflation, 
it will eliminate the Demo­ 
crats’ most potent campaign 
issue and will enhance Nix­ 
on's chances of re-election. 
T h e 
actions 
to 
freeze 
wages, prices and rents, cut 
taxes, 
raise import 
tariffs, 
and in effect devalue the dol­ 
lar, had all been rejected by 
Nixon at various times during 
the past year and one-half. 
The decision was a bitter 
defeat for management and 
Budget Director George P. 
S h u l t z , previously Nixon’s 
m o s t influential 
economic 
strategist. Shultz had urged 
Nixon to avoid almost all of 
the steps he has now taken. 
The big winner in the be­ 
hind-the-scenes 
battling 
was 
Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally. Connally, the only 
Democrat in the cabinet, had 
been urging dram atic action 
in private although in public 
he stoutly defended the ad­ 
ministrai ion’s policy. 
There is some evidence Nix­ 
on has become sour on the 
science of economics and on 
academic 
economists. 
The 
President followed the advice 
of economists and the results 
were disappointing 
to him. 
Connally, like Nixon a politi­ 
cian, may benefit from the 
President’s 
disillusionment 
with economists. 
Nixon’s 
action 
vindicates 
the stand of Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Arthur F. 
Bums who has been urging a 
more active fight against in­ 
flation for m ore than a year. 
But Bums angered Nixon by 
discussing in public his policy 
differences with the admin­ 
istration. 
The de facto devaluation of 
the dollar, coupled with a 10 
per cent across the board tar­ 
iff 
increase, 
will 
sharply 
boost the cost of imports on 
the American market. It pro­ 
bably also will invite retalia­ 
tion by other 
governments 
against American exports. As 
a result, American firms fac­ 
ing competition from foreign 
concerns will be helped but 
American exporters will be 
hurt. 
The big gainers probably 
will be the automobile and 
steel industries. Steel in par- 
t i c u 1 a r faces increasingly 
tough competition from Japan 
and the European Common 
Market. 
By accelerating a personal 
income tax cut and by advo­ 
cating a new investment cre­ 
dit, the President hoped to 
stimulate economic 
activity 
and com bat the worst infla­ 
tion in 10 years. 
However, he softened the 
economic im pact of the prop­ 
osed tax cuts by ordering a 
$4.7 billion slash in federal 
spending, including a 5 per 
cent cut in government em ­ 
ployment. It will he impos­ 
sible to tell immediately the 
impact of the 90-day freeze on 
wages and prices whu h the 
President 
ordered 
on 
the 
basis of authority voted by 
Congress m ore than a year 
ago.

the situation with a general un­ 
derestimation of his ability 
to ‘take it’.” 
The research seems to indi­

preach that the luxuries of 
modern, affluent, mechanized 
society are making Ameri­ 
cans so soft physically and 
mentally they are becoming 
progressively less adapted lo 
enduring hardship. 
Survival Amazing 
Following the Korean War, 
says Biderman, readers of 
America’s 
most 
prominent 
magazines were appalled by 
an article purporting to des­ 
cribe how readily American 
prisoners succumbed to minor 
hardship. Yet, he says, “ were 
these readers, by some m ir­ 
acle of communication, ac­ 
quainted with the day - by - day 
details of what each of these 
men lived through, they would 
be amazed that so many of 
them survived at all.” 
Theretore 
Biderman 
con­ 
cludes that ‘‘it does not ap­ 
pear that our loss of physical 
capacity to cope with advers­ 
ity . . .has proceeded in any 
wise as rapidly . . .(as our) 
everday 
fam iliarity” 
w i t h 
hardship. 
Furtherm ore, 
research 
on 
the limits of human tolerance 
being conducted for the De­ 
fense 
Department 
suggests 
that 
‘ many 
currently 
ac­ 
cepted estim ates of the limits 
of human tolerance lor depr­ 
ivation and environmental ex­ 
trem es are inaccurately con­ 
servative.” What men have 


lived through is almost impos­ 
sible to believe.

Washington Whirl 
House Hold Off—Last year 
Congress enacted only half of

The new House leaders 
started off this year deter­ 
mined to introduce more effi­ 
ciency to the House. 
Loui­ 
siana’s Hale Boggs, the new 
Democratic leader, broke all 
precedents by calling for ses­ 
sions on Fridays. This upset 
the Tuesday-to-Thursday Club, 
which likes long weekends. 
After only two Friday ses­ 
sions in Jure, Boggs gave up. 
House members, row taking 
a recess until Sept. 8, are tal­ 
kie:; about winding up their 
work in October.

Have a 
substantial number of schools 
and colleges been reopened? 
What are they teaching, apart 
from the doctrines of Mao 
Tse-Tung? 
Very little is known about 
the day-to-day 
life 
of 
the 
people of that vast country. 
Y e t 
they 
make 
products 
which 
are 
sold 
in 
foreign 
markets, and the Peking re­ 
gime uses a part of the mo­ 
ney 
tor 
military 
purposes. 
Foreign 
reporters 
are 
per­ 
mitted to visit four or five 
cities, but are barred from 
touring the countryside. Cer­ 
tainly, it would be a humani­ 
tarian act for the government 
to open up the doors every­ 
where to the press so that the 
people of the world may learn 
something 
of 
Red 
China’s 
problems and perhaps offer 
assistance in improving the 
economic welfare of the hun­ 
dreds of millions of human 
beings on mainland China. 


Little Known 
Under the totalitarian sys­ 
tem now in existence, Ameri­ 
can 
reporters 
have 
visited 
about hall a dozen cities, and 
life 
throughout 
Communist 
China is virtually unknown to 
the rest of the world. People 
in 
America 
and 
elsewhere 
wonder how a nation of 800 
million 
individuals 
can 
be 
sustained without a huge m a­ 
nagement process. 
But not 
much 
has 
been 
disclosed 
about the way Peking runs 
the country, except that the 
rules are strict and military 
order is applied. 
Efforts to relieve the Chi­ 
nese people of their centuries- 
old burden of poverty and 
backwardness could win the 
support of several nations in 
the world if there were an op­ 
portunity given them for co­ 
operation.

Making Contacts 


The important step that has 
to be taken is not just finding 
a place for Mainland China in 
the United Nations but estab­ 
lishing a relationship between 
the Chinese and people around 
the world who can really help 
them. 
It is evident from the re­ 
cent expressions by Prem ier 
Chou En-Lai that the Peking 
government is nervous about 
the possibility that Japanese 
militarism may be restored 
and become a threat in the 
W estern 
Pacific. 
Unquestio­ 
nably Prem ier Chou is seek­ 
ing closer relations with the 
United States to offset the 
dangers he sees from two of 
his nearest neighbors — Ja ­ 
pan and the Soviet Union. 
Judging by the prem ier’s 
comments, he is going to re­ 
fuse to join the United N a­ 
tions if Nationalist China is 
allowed to remain a member. 
This is a disappointing posi­ 
tion because the presence of

The debate over obstacles 
to the admission of Red China 
has begun. But in the imme­

By PHYLLIS CANNON 
P-B Staff Writer 
ONTARIO — The wage and 
price freeze announced Sun­ 
day by President Nixonj will 
delay at least 90 days wage 
and fringe benefits approved 
Monday night by the Chaffey 
district school board for dis­ 
trict employes.

p l o y e representatives that 
“benefits shall become effec­ 
tive at the earliest possible 
date under the law.” 
Approval of ai 5.1 per cent 
salary increase for classified 
employes and elevation of the 
base certificated salary from 
$7,200 to $7,452, plus approval 
of 38 “rules, regulations and 
policies” negotiated by the 
teachers, 
barely 
squeeked 
through on a 2-1 vote. 
S c h o o l 
board1 member 
Maurice Goodban was unable 
to attend the meeting because 
of illness. A second board 
member, 
G. 
A. 
Chalfant, 
asked due to an emergency 
situation to be excused before 
this m atter was discussed. 
This left only three board 
members to decide the issue- 
chairman James F. Garliepp 
Jr., A. Richard Allred and 
Dr. Robert Bonde. 
With both employe groups, 
motions to approve tentative­ 
ly 
approved benefits! 
were 
made by Allred and seconded 


by Garliepp, and in both ac­ 
tions the no votes were cast 
by Bonde who said he felt he 
needed more information on 
the capability of people in the 
district to stand the “extra 
burden.” 
Allred described as “sort of 
a bombshell” the President’s 
Sunday message. “We cer­ 
tainly will stay in touch with 
county counsel and the county 
superintendent of schools and 
hope to have the answers to 
the law and! how it will be im­ 
plemented,” said Garliepp. 
Monday’s 
action 
settling 
employe benefits ended1 five 
m o n t h ’ s negotiations. The 
school board was represented

The 5.1 per cent salary in­ 
crease 
for 
classified 
em­ 
ployes is to be retroactive to 
July 1, when it is granted. 
After Maximum

achieved 
maximum 
p l a c e m e n t on the salary 
schedule in any range, they 
become eligible for a $10 a 
month increase at the con­ 
clusion 
of 
each 
additional 
three full years of employ­ 
ment.” 
They are to be provided 
health and welfare benefits in 
the same amount as last year 
— 
in 
compliance 
with 
a 


request 
by 
the 
Classified 
Salary Committee that the to-

The teachers’

Disabled Now Load Their 
Own Wheelchairs Into Cars 


LOS ANGELES - A device 
developed by the State De­ 
partment 
of 
Rehabilitation 
will 
help 
many 
physically 
handicapped 
motorists 
be­ 
come more independent in 
their travels. 
lt is a loader which lifts a 
handicapped driver’s wheel­ 
chair in and out of a car. The 
device 
was 
developed 
by 
Charles P. Eckles, workshop 
consultant at the state agen­ 
cy’s office in Los Angeles. 
He 
followed specifications 
prescribed by A. G. Garris, 


an assistive device specialist. 
The two man have teamed to­ 
gether for years in developing 
devices that have helped to 
rehabilitate 
many 
seriously 
handicapped persons. 
The loader is driven by a 
small 
electric 
motor 
con­ 
trolled by a two-way switch 
on an extension cord to the 
driver’s seat. Power is fur­ 
nished by the car’s battery. 
A horizontal lifting arm ex­ 
tends from the side of the car 
and undtr the seat of of the 
wheelchair. As the lifting arm 


rises, it collapses the wheel­ 
chair ana raises it off the 
ground at the same time. 
T h e e n t i r e loader is 
mounted on rollers in a track 
extending across the floor of 
the 
front 
seat. 
When 
the 
wheelchair is raised to the 
proper 
height, 
the 
handi­ 
capped driver pulls the loader 
and wheelchair into the car. 
The loader attaches to the 
inside of the car with only 
four bolts. The cost will vary 
from $150 with installation to 
about $250 installed, said Gar­ 
ris.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Pitching at Dodger Stadium 
is like pitching at home for 
Tom Seaver and the New 
York Mets star made the 
most of 
the 
familiar 
sur­ 
roundings to shut out Los 
Angeles 6-0 Monday night. 
The stocky righthander was 
drafted from the University 
of Southern California campus 
and used to sneak away to sit 
in the bleachers and watch 
the Dodgers play while an un­ 
dergraduate. 
“ I’ve always pitched well 
here,” Seaver said. “ I lost 
late in my rookie season to 
Claude Osteen and I think 
that’s the last time I’ve been 
beaten here. 
• It’s not like pitching in an 
enemy ball park,” he said. 
“When I pitch, my folks come 
down from Fresno to see me 
and my college coach, Rod 
Dedeaux, is in the stands.” 
By hurling the shutout, Sea­ 
ver increased his string of 
scoreless innings to a club re­ 
cord 27, breaking his own 
mark ot 26 set earlier this 
year. The win snapped a five- 
game losing streak for the 
Mets. 
And his 10 strikeouts gave 
him a season total of 212 to 
lead the National League. I he 
shutout also dropped Seaver’s 
earned run average to 2.00, 
putting him ahead of San 
Diego’s Dave Roberts, at 2.04, 
for 
the 
low 
mark 
among 
starters in the league. 
Seaver last gave up a run 
at Atlanta in the first inning 
of a game the Mets won 9-1 
and then hurled eight score­ 
less innings. 
He added 
10 
more at San Diego where he 
wasn’t involved in the deci­ 
sion and nine here. 
“ I think I’ve pitched the 
last seven games I’ve worked 
as well as I have ever pit­ 
ched,” Seaver said. 
Manager Gil Hodges agreed 
with Seaver’s judgment of his 
hurling 
and 
added, 
“ He’s 
been pitching this way most 
of the time.” 
The victory was Seaver’s 
13th against eight losses and 
his 11th lifetime win over the 
Dodgers, who have beaten 
him only twice, once this year 
at New York. 
“ I’m not going to take any­ 
thing away 
from 
Seaver,”

Both said Namath 
looked well, which he did. 
“I’m a Joe fan,” Ewbank 
said. “The last time I saw 
him was when he was coming 
out of ether.

When I saw him last time he 
told me the doctor said to 
him, ‘it was a routine oper­ 
ation, Joe —the only thing I 
had to do was put a coupla 
staples in there.” ‘Oh God,

Despite that, Seaver said 
Los Angeles had an excellent

Singer was pitching like he 
used to in former years. 
Seaver, 
however,

why he didn’t face the Giants 
at San Francisco more. He 
has worked there only once in 
two years. 
“Why don’t you ask the 
manager,” he snapped. “ Ap­ 
parently that’s the way the 
rotation works out.”

night’s game on a four-run 
rally in the sixth when loser 
Doyle Alexander gave up four 
straight hits without an out. 
Ken Boswell singled in two 
runs and a groundout and 
single off Jose Pena scored 
two more. The Mets added

helm, making his first ap­ 
pearance as a Dodger, came 
in to put out the fire.

LOS ANGELES (U Pl)-O n 
the surface, it was a deal that 
wasn’t going to help either 
club —a 5-13 pitcher for an 
outfielder coming off a .228 
season.

While Kosco toils in unspec­ 
tacular fashion as a parttime 
performer for the Brewers, 
Downing has established him­ 
self as the ace of Walter Al­ 
ston's pitching staff. 
As the Dodgers chase the 
San Francisco Giants down to 
the f wire 
in 
the 
National 
League West, the 30-year-old 
lefthander from New Jersey 
has a 14-8 record. 
D o w n i n g , who won 62 
games for the New York Yan­ 
kees from 1963 through 1967, 
compiled his 5-13 record in 
1970, with a 3.53 ERA with 
the Brewers and the Oakland 
A s. 


In the opinion of the man 
involved, there is no differ­ 
ence in the A1 Downing who 
w o n

games 
for 
the 
Yankees in 1967, the A1 Down­ 
ing who lost 13 last year and 
the Dodgers’ A1 Downing. 
“ I’m pretty much the same 
pitcher as I was in 1967,” he 
said. “ It’s just that this will 
be the first year since then 
that I’ve had to pitch in the 
n e i g h b o r h o o d of 200 in­ 
nings.”

“ I wanted to come over

In 201 innings, this season, 
he has struck out 106 batters. 
“You don't,” he stressed, 
“judge a pitcher’s 
overall 
performance on hew hard he 
throws. When I threw real 
hard, I wasn’t much of a pit­ 
cher. I was more of a thro­ 
wer. I didn’t learn how to re­ 
ally pitch Tintil later. 
“That’s why you see so 
many pitchers who are win­ 
ners and who aren’t overpo­ 
wering.” 


Downing’s accent is orf fi­ 
nesse. 
“ My best asset tcday is my 
control,” he explained. “To­ 
day I’m able to throw a 
breaking ball in a situation 
where many hitters might be 
looking for a fastball.” 
The ex-Yankee starter, who 
has a 2.28 ERA, says 20 wins 
would be nice but he’s think­ 
ing about other things. 
“You can make a heckuva 
lot more money getting into 
the World Series than winning 
20 games,” commented Down­

Olympics To Help Munich 


MUNICH (UPI) - Munich, 
which is staging the XXth mod­ 
ern Olympic Games Aug. 25- 
Sept. 9 next year, is giving a 
shining exam ple of the eco­ 
nomic and social benefits a 
city gains from being host to 
the event. 
The economic genius that 
has m ade West G erm any the 
power it is today isi seen in 
the way it is organizing the 
Gamers. The sport si are for 
am ateurs but the fund-rais­ 
ing, planning and allocation 
cash is som ething only for 
professionals. 
International 
sport is 
big 
business 
and 
when organized like a busi­ 
ness concern it can*! be profi- 
Lable—or at; least break even. 
About! $542 million will he 
spent on the Munich gam es, 
som e of it by private com­ 
panies but the bulk (55 per 
cent) 
will com e frorry the 
G a m e s ’ Organizing Com­ 
m ittee with the 
rem ainder 
being shared by the Federal 
Republic, th e state of Bavaria 
and the city of Munich. 
Munich is contributing $60 
million—a sum large enough 
by itself —but it sinks into in­ 
significance when it i.^ real­ 
ized that in return the city 
will be handed over sports 
f a c i l i t i e s , roads, an un­ 
derground station and park 
lands that would have cost six 
tim es th a t amount to build. 
It is getting some facilities 
after 1972 that it had not 
planned to get for about 20 
years. And a lot of them 
w ere, until the cky won the 
right to stage the Games, 
only wishful thinking. 
“ When,” asks 
H err Willi 
Daume, president of the Or­ 
ganizing Committee, “if not 
for tire Olympic Games would 
Munich get a new athletic 
stadium , 
four multi-purpose 
indoor stadia, a new swimm­ 
ing stadium^ an artificial re­ 
g a tta course for rowers and 
canoeists and a new univers­ 
ity sport sground?” 
Of the total expenditure, 60 
per cent will be for sports 
facilities and 40 per cent on 
the 
infra-structure. 
Private 
capital will be used for the 
construction of th e Olympic 


village—a mini city for 12,000 
sportsm en and team person­ 
nel—and the press center. 
The investors, who will rent 
the village to the organizers 
of the 
Games 
for 
a 
few

He suffered critical head in­ 
juries and hovered between 
life and death for several 
days. When he was released 
from the hospital after four 
weeks, he, was still partially 
unsteady 
and 
his memory 
fogged. 


Few believed! hfl| could re­ 


sume his role as the No. 2 
driver behind the 1968-Indy 
500 winner Bobby Unser on 
Dan Gurney’s All American 
Racing team. Nobody thought 
he would be ready for the 
California 500. 
Three weeks ago on the On­ 
tario road aourse, he turned 
fast enough laps in a Prosche 
to convince himself and men­ 
tor Dan Gurney that he had 
regained his relfexes and had 
not lost any driving skill. 
Last weekend he drove a 
Camaro at Watkins Glen in 
New York ini a TransAm 
race, which he considered a 
warm-up for the Cal 500. 
Gurney is building a new 
Eagle, andl Swede was asked 
if it would be ready for the 
Ontario race. 
“It doesn’t matter,” said 
Swede. “That car is sched­ 


uled for the 1972 season. I’ll 
be driving the same Eagle I 
raced earlier this year on the 
Marlboro Championship Trail, 
the same one I finished first 
in at Phoenix.” 
Savage, 24, has been racing 
everything from go-carts to 
championship cars since he 
was nine years old.

He 
ran away and joined the 
French Foreign Legion. 
Wounded Twice 
In the legion he attained the 
rank of sergeant andi col­ 
lected the scarsi of a profes- 
s i o n a l soldier. 
He 
was 
wounded twice during the 13 
years he served under the 
French flag. 
His first duty was in Korea 
with the French contingent. 
From there he moved to Indo­ 
china and was wounded for 
the first time at the battle of 
D i en Bien Phu where France 
lost its war and its colonial 
hold over Vietnam. 
In 1956,: still wearing the 
legionaire 
uniform, 
Steiner 
was among the Anglo-French 
forces in the .invasion of the 
Suez Canal. From there he 
went to Algeria, where he 
was shot in the lung and 
drummed out of the legion for 
backing the m ilitary revolt 
a g a i n s t Gen. Charles De 
Gaulle when Algeria fought 
for its independence. 
The 
wounded Steiner was sen­ 
tenced to eight months impri­ 
sonment in Paris. 
Bad Match 
His wife, Odette, whom he 
met and married in Algeria, 
followed him to Paris. But it 
was a bad match. 
“ I knew we would not lead 
a happy life because Odette 
was against anything milita­ 
ry,” he said, She left him and 
he fell into a series of non­ 
m ilitary jobs for six years. 
But the call of war was never 
far away. 
In 1968 Steiner went to Ni­ 
geria and 
joined the 
re­ 
bellious Biafrans under the 
command of Col. Odumegwu 
Ojukwu. The Biafran leader 
gave Steiner the title of colo­ 
nel and, according to Steiner, 
they became close friends. 
Steiner headed the white mer- 
cenaires. Within a year and 
six months before (the Biaf­ 
rans fell to defeat, Ojukwu 
sent Steiner packing. 
Jealous Officers 
Steiner said the reason for 
his expulsion from the rebel 
area was that Biafran officers 
were jealous of him. But he 
would not drop the Biafran 
cause. 
After a vain attempt to en­ 
ter South Africa, he went to 
Rhodesia “ to think things 
over.” From there he went as 
a self-appointed emmissary of 
the Vatican to drum up sup­ 
port for the Biafran cause. He 
later told friends in Germany 
the Roman Catholics in Rome 
had lost interest in Biafra and 
were more interested in the 
rebel movement of Christians 
In southern Sudan. 
The movement appealed to 
him and his philosophy —“ I 
only fight for something after 
I have analyzed the cause of 
the fighting.” He slipped into 
the Sudan in August 1969. 
Met Rebel Leader 
There he met the rebel lea­ 
der, Gen. Emidio Tafeng, and 
said he had financial backing 
for the rebel1 cause to the 
tune of $5 million. Tafeng, ac­ 
cording to Steiner’s friends, 
made the soldier of fortune 
head of the m ilitary forces of 
the rebel movement, the Anva- 
Nya (Snake Poison). 
Steiner returned! to Europe 
to seek funds for the move­ 
ment but found no support ei­ 
ther in Germany or France. 
He then attempted to recruit 
o t h e r mercenaries. Money 
talks among soldiers of for­ 
tune, and Steiner had none. 
Nobody wanted to join, and 
Steiner returned to the Sudan.

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Even Exports Taxed 
Belgium's Economy 
Generating Steam 


BRUSSELS — Belgium is 
booming. It has such a strong 
balance ot payments that it is 
even taxing exports. 
The business and banking 
district of the capital, Brus­ 
sels, is last becoming one of 
glass and steel as new office 
blocks appear. 
This country, with a popula­ 
tion of nearly 10 million pack­ 
ed into 11,781 square miles, 
seems to be the economists’ 
and politicians’ dream. But it 
has been a short dream, and 
follows years of nightmare, 
internal turmoil, and direct 
clashes between the two fac­ 
tions of its people—the Flem­ 
ings in the north and the 
French-speaking Walloons in 
the south. 
The last of the big clashes 
in the “ language war” were 
in 1969 and while there is a 
calm now few observers be­ 
lieve that government com­ 
promises will keep the radic­ 
als on both sides apart fore­ 


ver. There are important eth­ 
nic, cultural and economic 
problems yet to be solved be­ 
fore a permanent solution will 
be found. 
One of the more noticeable 
compromises has been the in­ 
troduction of dual language 
r a d i o broadcasts. Belgium 
news bulletins are in both 
French and Flemish. 
To have averted what in the 
mid 1960’s could have esca­ 
lated into a full-scale “ lang­ 
uage-war” and at the same 
time grow to become one of 
the most economically pros­ 
perous countries in Europe is 
an indication of the flexibility 
of the Belgians. It has been 
this 
flexibility, 
particularly 
over foreign capital, that has 
been one of the main reasons 
for its growth 
Two factors brought about 
the need for new economic 
policies: Belgium’s entry into 
the Common Market and the 
loss in 1960 of its extremely 


rich African colony, the Con­ 


go- 
Belgium’s coal and steel in­ 
dustries were re-vamped and 
put on a more solid footing 
and the drive for foreign ca­ 
pital tor development certain­ 
ly succeeded and, in turn, 
gave 
the 
country 
a 
tre­ 
mendous economic boost. 
The inflow of cash has been 
heavy with new investment 
during the 1959-69 period (ex- 
e l u d i n g re-investments by 
existing Belgium-based com­ 
panies and subsidiaries) tota­ 
lling $2.4 billion—70 per cent 
of it from foreign sources. 
American foreign investment 
during the period accounted 
for 55 per cent of all foreign 
investment in Belgium. 
It is not hard to see why 
foreign investors pick 
Bel­ 
gium. First, by establishing a 
local company, it offers a 
back-door way into the Com­ 
mon Market.
